presented ia the life of the world. 

“Tt is therefore veryimportsnt 

that the imprint which ia lefs 
sbonld be s clear one, and one 
which we shell be able to readin 
the fntare with some measure of 
‘pleasare and inspiration. That is 
why von ave Cong wieelr, if I may 
Bay £0, ‘Be representatives of the 
party which haa very largely in its 
custody the future of this Isnd, in 
taking thought moathe—certainly 
months—beforehanod for what the | 
future of the country ought to be 
when tbe war ia over. — 
“There -ia. no time to lose. I 
8m not here to prophesy when the 
wer will be over... ssw that very 
competent persons in the House 
of Commons indicated the impro- 
bability of the warcomingtoanend 
thia year. I do not ‘challenge 
their jadgment, bot whether. it 
comes to an end this year, creven 
if.it does not, every minute of the 
time will be.epent well which ie’ 
devoted to thinking out the cos- 
ditions under which the millions 
of lives which will ‘survive the 
war are to be spent in thie land 
for generations to come, for I 
‘firmly believe that what-is known 
aa the after the war eettlement is 
the: settlement that will direct 
the destinies of sl] cleesea for 
generations to come. 

“T believe the country will be 
in a more enthusiastic mood, ina 
more exalted mood, for the time 
being—in 6 greater mood for do- 
ing big thinga, and, unlesa the 
opportanity is eeixed immediately. 
after the war, ] believe it will pass 
away, I will not aay for-ever, but 
it will pase away far beyond either’ 
yoar ken or mine,. and, perhaps, 
beyond our children’s. Tierefore 
you are doing well in giving your’ 
time snd thought to. considering, 
and considering deeply, and con- 
sidering on a bold ecsle, on a 
daring csle, what you ere going 
to do after the war, | . 
“Tam not afrsid of the audacity 
of these propossls, I believe the 
cetilement after the war ‘will. 
eucceed in profortion -to its 
sudacity. The readier we are to 
cat away from the past, the better 
are we likely to eucceed.[ hope 
that every class will not be 
hankering byck to per-war con- 
ditions.
